"NWC guest lecturers are assured that their 
remarks will be held in the strictest con- 
fidence and will not be attributed to them, 
either directly or through insinuation, 
outside the college lecture hall. Each 
agency is enjoined to assure itself that 
its representatives respect the "Off the 
Record" basis of the lecture program. "
